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HELPING THE CITRUS INDUSTRY 


To the Editor of. The POST 

Gir, — From December 1 to 
mid-January the citrus grow- 
ers of Israel went on strike 
for about 40 days. 

N was inevitable that when 
0 days were lost in a short 
season of 100 days it would 
be almost impossible to pick, 
pack and market the whole 
crop. This is true of the sea- 
son now ending, as the crop 
available for export was gross- 
ly underestimated before the 
season's. start. The 4-day- 
strike has left fully 1,000,000 


currency of over 11.800,000. 
The loss in man days of la- 
bour ia tremendous. The loss 
to citrus growers is extensive. 

Little consolation can be de- 
rived from the fact that the 
whole export crop could not 
in any case, have been packed 
because of a shortage of skil- 
led personnel, ships and pack- 
ing materials. Time lost by 


the strike could not be re- 
captured. 

It is difficult to assess the 
loss in consumer goodwill 
owing to poor quality fruit. 
Delay in picking a very mild 
dry winter and a heavy in- 
festation of the fruit fly all 
contributed to.the rapid de- 
terloration of the crop. A few 
odd shipments arrived recent- 
ly in Britain with as much 
as 20 per cent decay. 
Without going into the me- 
rits of this unfortunate 40-day-
